Young Ship of the Desert in Darfur. 


(Prepared by the National Geographic 
Society, Washington. D. C.) 


8 A result, during the great 
war, of the pro-Turkish activl- 


ties of the sultan of Darfur, 

the westernmost province of 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Great Brit- 
ain found it necessary to take over 
actiial government of this région of 
the soutiiern edge of the Satara near 
the middte of northern Africa. Dar- 
fur ts therefore one of the most re- 
cent lands to pass from native ruler 
to British administrator. 

The new British administrator 
learned of the character of the region 
over which he was to rule by the long 
and tlring overiand journey. His cara- 
van marched practically all and every 
night. except for: a couple of hours at 

‘Um Kedada, which was a military 
base for the British army of occupa- 
tion on the march up to E) Fasher, 
stands on high und with a fair 
outlook, surround by escarpments 
of low-lying hills. Its chief call to 
fame is a most excellent water sdp- 
ply—an tnvaluabie asset! 

It tg difficult adequately to picture 
what a well means until one has livéd 
near the Sahara. On the 300-mile 
trip from Central Soudan there’ are 
only two. The first necessity for Brit- 
ain’s first representative at Um Ke- 
dada was a temporary house. In the 
land of opposites, where one writes 
from right to left, takes off one’s 
shoes and leaves the hat on when en- 
tering a house, one naturally begins 
bullding-at the roof and builds down- 
ward. Native tukls, or huts, are made 
from dried millet stalks and are 
shaped like straw bee hives, but are 
finished at the top with little tufts. 

When the temporary dwelling was 
finished, the work of creating a town 
was started in earnest. This was 
planned In lots of 197 by 197 feet, with 
roads running vorth and south and- 
east and west, of 65 feet and 32 feet, 
alternately. On each of these plots 
nine tukls were allowed to be built, 
and a map was appointed head of the 
plot to see that It was kept In a sanl- 
tary condition Natives gradually cel- 
fected from the surrounding hamlets 
to be near the well, and a town of 500 
or 600 people soon sprang up, includ- 
ing a few pilgrims frem Nigeria. Peo- 
ple did not formerly live near the 
highway for fear of being raided by 
passing bands. 

' Millet Their Only Grain. 


The country of eastern Darfur is 
mostly covered by brushy scrub and a 
grass calfed haskaneet, the seeds of 
which have innumerable little spikes 
that get into everything—food, 
clothes, hair and skin—setting up 
nasty irritations. The natives all carry 
homemade tweéezers to extract the 
spikes from their legs. 

Millet is the only species of oath 
that will. grow in the district, owing 
to the poorness of the sand as soil. 

Although the inhabitants call them- 
selves Arabs and speak that language, 
they are negroids—that is, negroes 
with a small admixture of Arab blood 
whith hag come down through the 
ages. 

They are Mohammedans, but as few 
can read or write, they are not strict 
followers of the prophet, except In 
that both sexes respect the Ramadan, 
the month of fasting. 

Owing to the Arab invasion of 


“northern Africa many centuries ago, 


the Mosiem religion extends from the 
Red sea to thé West African coast. 


It is laid down in the Koran that all 
devout followers of the prophet who 
are able to do so must make the 
sacred pilgrimage to Mecca once in 
thelr lifetime. 

je Selling .all that they possess, the 
hardy Hausa tribesmen of Nigeria 
purchasa as many hulls and cows as 
they can and set out, the children 
and old women being mounted on the 
patient beasts, upon which alse are 
leaded cooking pots and innumerable 
bits of paraphernalia. The braves 
amble along, brandishing their throw- 
Ing spears, while the sldest man car 
ries a spear about ten feet long te 
add to the dignity of his age. 

The journey to Mecca takes about 
two years. Much of the ground to be 
rovered-is practically waterless, and 
there aré great hardships te endure. 

The pilgrims follow the main cara- 
van routes across Nigeria, on through 
French equatorial Africa, approaching 
Darfur province through Aveshr. 

In the time of the Sultan All Dinar 
the pilgrims pald heavy tolls to him; 
their fairest daughters often were 
forcibly taken to adorn his harem, and 
their cattle impounded to pay imag- 
{nary taxes. The reoccupation of Dar- 
bur by the-Anglo-Kgyptian Sudan gov- 
ernment therefore is of immense 
benefit to these pilgrims, as they now 
have the protection of either the 
French or British governments 
throughout their route. 


Difficulties Not Over. 


Even so, there are many difficulties 
to be overcome. At various larger 
centers the little parties settle down, 
sometimes for months at a time, hew- 
ing wood and drawing water or cut- 
ting grass for the more indolent 
Arabs, thereby earning enough money 
to provide them with food for the 
journey to the next place. At El Abeid 
they: rest a long time, laboriously 
earning enough money for the railway 
fare to Khartum, and then proceed to 
SuakiIn or Port Sudan. Thence they 
are taken In Arab dhows to Jidda, the 
Red sea port for Mecca on the Arabian 
coast. 

The principal occupation of a na- 
tive man of Darfur ts killing time, and 
his average daily round is as fol- 
lows: 

Ap early riser, he is up betimes to 
send his women off, elther to the 
well or to the tebeldi tree to get 
water. If he owns a fair number of 
animals, he accompanies the women 
and assists them. He then sees the 


-animals..driven out to pasture by a 


small boy, who is responsible for 
bringing them back at night. That 
finished, his day’s work is done. 

Ag soon as the first rains come, the 
man: goes off with his wife or wives 
and escorts each to her own patch, 
because each has her own seed sup- 
ply, just as each has a separate house. 

After three weeks of good rain and 
‘ample sunshine, the grain comes up, 
and with it the everlasting haskaneet; 
se he takes his only other tool, a half- 
moon-shaped hoe, and hoes the weeds. 

At the end of four months, tf the 
crop has safely passed through these 
vicissitudes, the millet is ripe, grown 
to a height of six feet. The head, 
some ten inches long, is snipped off 
and taken to a hard piece of ground 
near by, where the graln Is beaten 
out by hand. The grain then is win- 
nowed by being thrown in the air, 
after which it is stored in small pits 
dug in the ground, to be removed as 
required.

CALIFORNIA 


NEWS BRIEFS 


A rat disorganized a parade at San- 
ta Rosa recently, sent scores of wom- 
en screaming into hysterics while 
strong men shouted in alarm. The 
parade was the culmination of Be 
Kind to Animals Week. Hundreds of 
boys and girls, surrounded by _ pet 
dogs, cats, goats, monkeys and such, 
comprised a six blocks procession. On 
the sides of the streéts were gathered 
parents and onlookers. Charles Fried- 
man, 9, was one of the proud march- 
ers. His fondness for animals was 
displayed in four or five large, white- 
spotted Italian rats. They were in his 
pockets and clambered on his should- 
ers. At one of the busiest downtown 
streets, one of the rats, very tame and 
playful, leaped to the shoulders of a 
woman. She promptly went into hys- 
terics, followed by every woman {i 
sight. A wild scramble for altitude 
took place and the normal peaceful 
scene took on the appearance of a 
full blown riot. Charles fs still look- 
ing for his pet. 


More than 500,000,000 pounds of 
milk, or its equivalent in the form of 
manufactured dairy products, was re- 
quired to supply the needs of Ameri- 
cans in 1926, in excess of this coun- 
try’s production, according to figures 
disclosed by the Federal Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. In striking 
contrast to this adverse trade balance 
in the dairy industry, California total 
production increased and her per cap- 
ita consumption likewise showed a 
gain for the year, it was revealed in 
a review of the statistics prepared for 
D. M. Dorman, president of the Cres- 
cent Creamery company. Every man, 
woman and child in the state last year 
consumed twenty-three and one-half 
galtons of. milk, compared with twen- 
ty-two gallons in 1925, or a total gain 
of 7,000,000 gallons for the state’s 
population. Total consumption ia Cal- 
ifornia in 1926 was 108,362,554' gal- 
lons, as against 101,705,518 for the 
preceding year. 


Charles M. Schwab, head of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company, who is at 
Del Monte, declared that California’s 
future’ depended on intelligent con- 
servation of the state’s maiurai  re- 
seurces. “Preteet and replant your 
fire devastated forests,” said Schwab. 
“Exercise every precaution in the 
preservation of your vatuable water= 
sheds. Conserve and pui to use the 
flood waters which at present , do 
thousands of dollars damage every 
year.” Schwab said he found Cali- 
fernia prosperous and felt that the 
Florida boom would redound to the 
benefit of this state, because everyone 
who joined in the Florida rush would 
want to visit California. 


Showing building activity of more 
than $1,000,000 in excess of the fig- 
ure for the same period in 1926, Los 
Angeles building permits for the first 
eight days of April soared to $3,171,- 
084, as compared with $2,062,752 for 
April to date in 1926. A total of 1076 
permits have been issued thus far 
this month, as compared with 868 in 
1926. Not only was a sharp rise 
noted over the April period of last 
year, but the total for the first eight 
days this month is almost $1,000,000 
in excess of the corresponding eight 
days of March, 1927. During the 
March period, 976 permits were issued 
with a total valuation of $2,252,227. 


Although lettuce shipments have 
recently been low, other products are 
going out in car lots from Brawley. 
Cabbage is moving; carrots, grape- 
frnit, greens and peas made up the 
bulk of the shipments. Cattle are be- 
ginning to show an increase, and a 
car of so-called “hootleg pigs,” gath- 
ered from various vailey points re- 
cently moved to Los Angeles. This is 
in marked contrast to the time when 
hogs were a bulk in outgoing ship- 
ments, while cars of green stuffs were 
scarcely known. 


Warning that continued destruction 
of the state’s watershed coverage will 
cut down the water supply so badly 
needed te promote irrigation projects, 
Governor Young, as chairman of the 
state committee, addressed an appeal 
to all agricultural associations in Cal- 
ifornia to assist in spreading the gos- 
pel of fire prevention and reforesta- 
tion during American Forest Week, 
April 24 to 30. 


Redlands grows steadily judging 
from the growth of the postal receipts. 
For the first three months of this 
year the receipts at the postoffice 
here were $17,560, as compared with 
$16,462 for the same period last year. 
Every month so far this year has 
shown a gain, such a gain as would 
indicate a steady increase in popula- 
tion. 

Southern Pacific trains will travel 
slowly when they go through Delano 
if the railroad obeys am ordinance 
ordered drafted by the city attorney 
by unanimous vote of the city trus- 
tees.

Weedstock, England.—In spite. of 
housing. shortages and rising rents 
‘there sre two persons in England who 
can live without fear of waking up 
some morning to find that their rents 
have been doubled. They are the duke 
‘of Marlborough arid duke of Welling- 
ton and their landlord is the king of 
England. : 

Both. noblemen hold their great 
estates as grants of royal favor from 
the crown. But the gift is not out- 
right. Some return must be made and 
so it is that each of these noble lerds 
must go once each year on a solemn 
pilgrimage to the king of England at 
Buckingham palace to make some gift 
which will insure his tenure for the 
following year. 

The selection of the gift is by tio 
means left to the personal fancy of 
the giver, It is carefully set. down in 
Blackstone’s “commentaries” that the 
two tenants must render to the king 
annually “some small implement of 
war as a bow, a sword, a lance, an 
arrow, or the like.” 

The duke of Marlborough's estate, 
Blenheim palace, at Woodstock, was 
given to the first duke of Marlborough 
as a reward for his victory at the 
battle of Blenheim in the War of 
the Spanish Succession in 1704. It was 
begun in 1704 and completed in 1722. 
The total cost of the palace was £300,- 
6000, of which £250,000 was defrayed 
by: parliament. 

Similarly, Stratford Saye house, 
near Reading, was presented to the 
first duke of Wellington by the nation, 
in 1815, following his victory over Na- 
poleon at the battle of Waterloo. 


Soviet to Preserve 


Chapel of Virgin 

Moscow. — Cathedrals, churches, 
mosques and synagogues of definite 
historical or architectural interest are 
to be preserved intact by the Soviet 
government. 

This was indicated by the commls- 
sariat of education in refusing the pe- 
tition of a Moscow, borough govern- 
ment seeking the demotition of the 
famous chapel! of the Iberian Virgin, 
which the devout consider the most 
sacred spot in Russia. ‘The borough 
claimed it impeded traffic. 

“This - precious. Sixteenth century 
structure,” said the commissariat, 
“has every claim to be preserved with 
the rest of. Russia’s monuments, be- 
cause it represents a detinite his- 


torical, artistic period tn the life of 


the country,” 

Standing at the entranee -te Red 
Square, the diminutive edifice was 
made famous by its ikon of the Iberian 
Virgin, reputed to have miraculous 
powers, and by the fact that all czars 
during the last 300 years invariably 
went there for inspiration and bless- 
ing before ascending the throne. 


‘Get Thee Gone,’ Divorce 


Decree in Turkestan 
Tashkent, U. S. S. R.—Turkestan is 


‘lone of the few remaining Moslem 


countries where the system of tem- 
porary marriages prevails. 

As in the new Turkey, a man may 
divorce his wife by saying in sub- 
stance: “Get thee gone!” He is then 
free to try matrimony with -another. 
But the’ woman, under Islamic law, 
cannot remarry until 100 days have 
elapsed after her divorce. If she 
does so, she is cast out from Moham- 
medan society as a sinner. 

Among the natives of Turkestan the 
penalty fur infidelity in a wife is both 
severe and humiliating. To show her 
guilt, her face is blackened and she is 
placed on a donkey, with her face to- 
ward its tail, and led through the 
bazars of the town.

HISTORY OF TRIBES 
CARVED ON BLUFFS 


Records Found on Sides of 
Guadalupes. 


Carlsbad, N. M.—Pietegraphs of ap 
aboriginal’ race. that antedates all 
known southwestern tribes are min- 
gled in. the Guadalupe mountains near 
here with the more recent sketches 
and paintings of the Apache warriors 
who hid with the wily Geronimo, and 
with the initials of the pursuing sol- 
diers under Gen. Nelson A. Miles. 

The Guadalupe range is perhaps as 
little known as any in the United 
States, much of it never having been 
explored by white men. But the little 
that has been examined ‘promises a 
field of archeological investigation 
for many years. 


Carvings on Sides of Bluffs. 


The hierogiyphics of thie ancient 
tribe are carved and scratched on the 
bloffs and in the caves they inhabited 
in the mountains, and no attempt has 
been made to decipher their mean- 
ing. Unlike most Indian carvings and 
paintings the pictographs bear no 
resemblance to animal forms, but are 
in almost every case arrangements of 
geometric. figures in friezes or panels, 
reaching in places to a height of eight 
feet. The friezes stretch to lengths 
of 100 feet or more horizontally until 
merred or broken up by the decay of 
rock strata into which they were cut.

Pests Among Insects 

Seattle, Wash.—Important to hu- 
mans, although almost unnoticed .by 
the general public, a war of extinction 
between mortal enemies in the insect 
world has been going on in the Pa« 


end is not yet in sight. 

The warfare was instigated by Prof, 
Trevor Kineald, professor of biology 
at the University of Washington, in an 
attempt to control a serious infesta- 
tion known as the earwig, a species 
of harmful insect, by importing para- 
sitieal tachinade flies from Europe. 

The tachinade files are natural ene- 
mies of the earwig: Both came from 
Europe originally. 

When poison bait and other weapons 
fuiled to check the encroachments of 
the enrwig, the flies were pitted 
against them, first in a laboratory 
arena, where the earwig was victori- 
ous, and then in the flelds at large. 
An omnivorous eater of all growing 
things, the earwig also ensconces it- 
self snugly in clothing or shipments of 
goods and does considerable damage.
